The following proclamation is issued for 
the public information. 

His Escelleney the Governor-General 
Tan hae through His Excellency Shih, 
CGavernor of ‘this province, communicgted 
to this allice, an order with regard to half 
duty certificates, It appears therefrom 
that on November 7th 1896.a despatch was 
received from the Tsung-li Yamén, stating 
that on 29th of October 18S the British 
Minister, Sir Claude MacDonald, had 
addressed that body on this subject. 

The Ministur. referred to his previous 
communication, wherein he gave expres- 
sion to ihe opinion that the terms of the 
proclamation cd at Wu Chou-fa were 
Not sufficiently explicit te remove the ap- 
prehension ing in the minds of Chi- 


bodied a clear enuncistion of the following 
points. Firstly, in the casa of foreign pro- 
duce conveyed wider Transit pass to no 
watter what point in the interior, there must 
anno account be any uttempt, covert or 
overt, to m up the likin to which it 
would ‘other have been lable enroute ;

diss ia taken into the interiur the mer- 
chant concerned must give notice to the 
Customs of the nature and the quantity of 
the goods, the ship from which they have 
becn landed and their inlsnd destination. 
The collector of Customs will then, on due 
inspection made and on recoipt of the in- 
land duty due; issue an’ inland duty corti- 
ficate, The merchant must produce this 
certificate at overy. barrier en route that 
it_miay bo visited and the’ guvds 
allowed to pass. No further duty will be 
leviable upon goods so. certificated, -no 
matter how distant their destination.’ 

Thus, the Yamén continues, the inland 
half duty makes up for the likin ordinarily 
leviable in transit to the destination men- 
tioned ‘in the certificate, 

The oxhibition of this document to be 
vis&l of course frees the produce it cavers 
from all other charges whatsoever. And 
when the goods and tho certificate are par- 
ted the likin regulations apply Wo. the for- 
mer equally with uncertificated produce. 

Tho Yamertherefore called gttention to 
tho necessity of preventing further difk 
culties by notifying the mercantile class 
and the public generally by proclamation, 
and requested His Excellency the Gover- 
nor-General to instruct his subordinates to 
issue a fresh proclamation, plainly setting 
forth the Treaty . provisions, for the in- 
formation of both Chinese and foreign’ mor- 
chants. - 4 : 

His Excellency the Govermor-General; in 
communicating, this despstch from the 
Yanén to His Excelleycy the Governor, 
‘mentioned that 1a himself wag instructing 
the Euanghsi likin offico and office of 
Foreign Affairs to take joint. action in the 
senso indicated in that despatch, that is to 
say, to give orders to the Tocal authorities 
to issue proclamation in: explicit terms. 
His. Excellency added that while requesting 
the Governor to direct the above offices as 
son as practicable to issue cirevlar instruc- 
tions for the guidance of thoso concerned, 
he had also instructed -the Kwangtung 
Likin office and the Prefect of Wuchou. in 
Kuanghai to act in cosifornity therewith.. 

Being in recaipt of the above instructions 
it is accordingly the duty of -this’ office to 
issue this Jiroclamation, - Ttis at tHe saiie 
time submitting its action for the approval 
of Their Excellencies the Goveracr-Gengral 
and the Governor and is transmitting to 
each Prefecture and barrior the requisite 
directions to carry out the orders racetved.

OFFICE. 
_ RUMOVHED INCREASE IN THE STANDING 


ARMY. : 
s. We (Pall Mall Gucetic) aro informed that 
it isin contemplation by the Government 


to ask Parliament next Session fora con- |, 


siderable sugmentation of the amount ta be 
voted for the army and resarve forces for 
the next financial year,-and that the neces: 
sary provisional cstimates aro.already being 
framed. It is stated that the-sdditional 
sum to bo asked for will amount to several 
millions, und that it will be dovoted: to. 
three particular objccts—tho ‘completion 
of the re-arming of the artillery, the 
establishment pen number of additional 
line battalions, and the reorganisation 
of the - transport service. ‘Theso are 
all reforms that have urgently been 
pressed by tho miktary udviners of 
the Government for some time past, and 
they have been duly brought bLofore the 
committeo.of the Cabinet charged with the 
oversight of the national defences. It is 
not ineredible, therefore, thnt the Dake of 
Devonshire's committco huve resolved to 
recommend an additional outlay on the 
Army, so as to bring that arm of the service 
up to the camo lovel of efficiency ‘ns the 
Novy.

It is suggested that if the: propoyal to

picked men fromthe Irish line’ regiments, 
and, thereafter, recruited in Dublin. There 
is little doubt that the creation of an Lrish 
Guards regimont would be a popular. step 
both in Iroland and. England.- A further 
suggestion is that.a second battalion should 
be: raised of the Cameron Highlanders, 
which has now only ono regular battalion, 
and that additiohal. battabons. should: be 
raised of the rifle regiments. Whether 
all these expectations aro carried out or 
not, there is no doubt that the Anny will 
ovcupy that predominant sharo of the at- 
tention of Parliament next session that the 
Navy appropriated in the'Jast, although its 
demands on the public purse may not be 
so large. ‘ 


*NEW PROOESS’ CHINA TEA. 
Our readets are aware that a syndicate 
of English merchants in Foochow have ro- 
cently imported machinery for the purpose 
of manufacturing China leaf after the me- 
thods in vogue in India and Ceylon, with 
tha object, if possible, of recovering the 
Position now lost to China ten in.tha Lon- 
don Market. We should-not refer to the 
matter ajgain at this time but for the fact 
that merchants and others still oxtensively 
interested in China in London appear to bo 
vory jubilant over what ara considered to 
be the excellent prospects before the new 
venture. What those prospects are can 
perhaps beet be'understood by quoting on 
extract from the London and ‘China Ex. 
press—a journal devoted to British interests 
m China. The paper in question, is quite 
excited ovor the result of tho “first sale of 
machine-mude China teas in London which 
took place just previous to the departure 
of the last mail. It says: 5 
‘We noted in our lust issue thab » new 
departurd wns announced in the sale. of 
China tea, prepared more on the lines of 
Indian and Ceylon. Considerable interest 
is, indeed, being shown just now in the 
arrival of various parcels of Foochoy tea, 
manufactured by a now process designed 
to produce something akin to Indian and 
Ceylon kintis. These parcels—five in all— 
are described as “‘machine” and ‘hand 
made,” and are, no doubt, ptoduced with 
somewhat primitive appliances, and, thor. 
fore, ecapaile of great haprovaneit 3 but, if
